SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Anal in the Hay is a magazine that depicts a variety of explicit sexual activity between 
one man and one woman in a hay barn. Several depictions are close focus on the 
participants genitals which degrades and dehumanises them. Such depictions have a 
high impact on the viewer and colour the dominant effect of the publication. 

Given the extent, degree and manner of the explicit depictions of sexual activity, the 
classification given to the publication is considered to be a reasonable and justified 
limit on the right to freedom of expression, as outlined in s5 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. The Classification Office considers the availability of the publication 
is likely to be injurious to the public good. Therefore, Anal in the Hay is classified as:
